BEFORE TALK OF PEACE 


President Replies to German Peace Note 


by Asking Two Questions and Demand- 
ing That Germans Leave Foreign Soil 
Before Further Discussion. 


The text of President Wilson's reply to the German peace note is as 


follows: 


Department of State, Washington, D. C., Oct. 8, 1918. 


Sir:—I hate the honor to acknowledge, on behalf of the President, 


jour note of October Cth, enclosing a communication from the German 
Government to the President, and I am instructed nj the President to re- 
quest you to make the following communication to the Imperial Ger- 
man Chancellor: 


"Before making reply to the request of the Imperial German Gov- 


ernment, and in order that that reply shall be as candid and straightfor- 
ward !is the momentous interests involved require, the President of the 
United States deems it necessary to assure lumself of the exact meaning 
of the note of the Imperial Chancellor. Does the

mcnn that the Imperial German Government accepts the terms laid down 
In the President in his address to the Congress of the United States on 
the 8th day of January last aud in subsequent addresses, and tfiat its ob- 
ject in entering into discussion would he only to agree upon the practical 
details of their application? 


"The President feels bound to say with regard to the suggestion of 


mi armistice that he would not feel at libertj to propose a cessation of 
arms to the Go\ernments with which the Government
